Outside there will be an 
ice rink on an area which is a 
car park. Six jobs will ini¬ 
tially be created for the 
scheme. 

Paragon Entertainment 
chief executive Mark Pyrah 
said: “A lot of what we are 
putting in the plan is about 
getting kids active, we look 
forward to get the plans off 
the ground. 

Two planning applica¬ 
tions have been submitted 
by Paragon Entertainment 
to Dudley Council for the 
work. People have until 
October 3 to comment. 

Ramsden's 
diner shuts 

WORLD famous fish and 
chip shop chain Harry 
Ramsden’s has closed its 
restaurant at the Merry Hill 
shopping centre with the 
loss of 14 jobs. 

The company has shut the 
restaurant at the Brierley 
Hill complex following losses 
of nearly £1 million since 
2010. The 160-seater restau¬ 
rant, in the lower level of the 
centre, has already been 
boarded up. 

The news comes as a Clin¬ 
ton Cards shop closed at the 
weekend. Six staff have been 
transferred but others have 
lost their jobs. 


GAS FIRM GAFFE 
BILL IS £25,000

NATIONAL Grid must pay out £25,000 after leaving a Hale¬ 
sowen house at risk of explosion because an engineer 
accidentally drilled through a gas pipe. 

Homes had to be evacuated in Bromsgrove Road, Hunnington, when neighbours 
smelled gas, a court heard. The level of gas in Vicki and Trevor Webb’s home was 
more than double the amount that could cause combustion. Dudley Magistrates 

Court heard it would have only taken 
an electrical switch to spark an explo¬ 
sion after two tonnes of gas leaked into 
the house. 

The retired couple were on a two- 
week holiday in America when work 
was started on August 20, 2010. 

An engineer using out-of-date pipe 
mapping records drilled through a 
plastic pipe near their home. 

The road was closed and homes were 
kept empty until the area was made 
safe in the early hours of the next day. 

Mr Simon Belfield, for the Health 
and Safety Executive, said the records 
should have been updated at least four 
years earlier. 

The highest reading of gas levels 
within the couple’s home was 30 per 
cent - between five and 15 per cent 
could result in combustion. 

Upgrade 

Mr Belfield said: “There was a failure 
by National Grid to upgrade its pipe 
records, that created a risk of danger.” 

Mr Peter Smith, defending, said 
record keeping had changed following 
the incident to ensure plans of the net¬ 
work structure were kept up to date. 

“The company is extremely sorry and 
is remorseful,” he said. 

The company was fined £17,500 on 
Tuesday after it pleaded guilty to the 
breach of general duty to an employee 
as a result of inadequate record keep¬ 
ing in relation to the structure of the 
network, and ordered to pay £8,192 in 
court costs. 

Mrs Webb, aged 59, and her husband, 
62, said they “couldn’t believe” what 
had happened. 

Mrs Webb added: “We came back off 
holiday and it was like Beirut, there 
were holes in the ground everywhere 
round the house. 

“When we were told what could have 
happened, we couldn’t believe it. We 
thanked our good luck. 

“The whole house could have gone in 
an explosion, and us inside.”

TRADERS left hundreds of pounds 
out of pocket after a road was closed 
for gas main works are to seek com¬ 
pensation in a bid to recoup their 
lost earnings. 

Businesses in Park Road, Wood- 
setton, say they have lost out on 
passing trade while the scheme has 
been taking place at the top of 
Mason Street, which leads to their 
road. They claim trade has not 
picked up even though the road has 


now been partially opened one-way. 
Only a small number of vehicles are 
now using the road, traders said. 

The one-way system is to remain 
in place until the first week in Octo¬ 
ber when work on Mason Street will 
be completed. Work will then move 
to nearby Shaw Road. 

Traders said they would be seek¬ 
ing compensation and were already 
getting advice on the best way of 
making a claim. One trader said he 


had lost around 25 per cent of his 
business. The mains work has been 
carried out by National Grid Gas. It 
is one of a series of utility schemes 
which has been taking place in the 
borough over the summer months. 

Jaz Singh, who has run the Bram- 
ford Hardware store, in Park Road 
for eight years, said shops had been 
badly affected. 

“I think most of the shops in this 
block will be seeking compensation. 


“I certainly intend to do so,” he 
said. “I have lost around 25 per cent 
of my trade while these works have 
been carried out. People simply 
haven’t been using the road and we 
have lost passing trade. 

National Grid Gas spokesman 
Jane Taylor said: “A compensation 
scheme is in place and to my knowl¬ 
edge all of the traders in this area 
have been supplied with information 
packs.”

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Stricter 
rules on 
venues 

STRICTER operating condi¬ 
tions have been imposed on 
two night clubs and a bar in 
Dudley following a shooting 
at one of them. 

A licensing panel at 
Dudley Council has added a 
combined 96 conditions to 
the licenses for Hustlers and 
Code in the town centre and 
Indulgence in Brier ley Hill. 

The conditions were laid 
down following a request by 
police on the grounds of 
crime prevention. 

A man was shot in the arm 
while on the dance floor in 
nightclub Code, King Street, 
on June 23. 

The bar Hustlers is owned 
by the same person, Gulza- 
man Khan. 

Police licensing officer 
Alan Taylor said there had 
been 40 reported crimes in 
Code since 2010, ranging 
from thefts to grievous 
bodily harm. 

Mr Khan told the hearing: 
He added: “I have no 
problem working with police 
to ensure the nightclub is 
safe.” On Indulgence, Mr 
Taylor said inspections had 
found out-of-date fire extin¬ 
guishers and evidence of 
drug use. Owner Steven 
Simpson, said: “I have 
always done everything by 
the book, I am being vic¬ 
timised by trouble at other 
places.”

Graduate stole £18,000 goods from his work 


A UNIVERSITY graduate systematically 
stole £18,000 of gold rings from the shop 
where he worked to fund nights out, 
cinema trips and computer games, a court 
heard. 

David Bacon took up to 150 nine and 18- 
carat gold rings from the Cash Converters 
store in Dudley over an 18-month period, 
a judge heard. 

The 24-year-old, who has a sports and 
science degree, turned to crime in his first 
full time job after leaving the University 
of Wolverhampton. 

The city’s crown court heard none of the 


items were recovered. Prosecutor Warren 
Stanier told the court: “He stole a signifi¬ 
cant quantity of jewellery, particularly 
rings with a value estimated at £18,000.” 

Bacon was one of eight workers at the 
store trusted with a key to the cabinet 
where the valuables were kept, the court 
heard. 

An audit check revealed a significant 
discrepancy in the stock in April and a 
secret spy camera was installed at the 
shop. 

Bacon was filmed taking four rings from 
the display cabinet on June 26 and two 


days later he was pictured taking two 
more and a video game, continued Mr 
Stanier. 

He was arrested on July 12 and immedi¬ 
ately admitted what had happened. 

Bernard Porter, defending, disclosed: 
“He had previously lived a blameless life 
and this was his first job. The crime 
started as an isolated incident when he 
was short of money. 

“Temptation took hold when this went 
unnoticed. 

“He realised that he had got away with 
it and did it again. Before long a trend had 


developed.” At an earlier hearing prosecu¬ 
tor Mark Cooper told Dudley Magistrates: 
“These thefts were not to pay off bills or 
debts but to fund a lifestyle.” 

He said money from sale of the stolen 
jewellery was blown on nights out, trips to 
the cinema and the purchase of Playsta¬ 
tion games 

Bacon, from Carshalton Grove, admit¬ 
ted theft by an employee between January 
2011 and July this year 

He received a nine-month jail sentence, 
suspended for 18 months and was ordered 
to do 300 hours unpaid work. 


Firm to pay £25,000 after 

worker's head was crushed 


A COMPANY which admitted breaching 
health and safety regulations will have to pay 
a £25,000 court bill after a worker’s head was 
partially crushed in a pneumatic, metal press. 


Wayne Hill, a mainte¬ 
nance engineer at H&E 
Knowles Limited in Brier- 
ley Hill, was repairing the 
press when it unexpectedly 
started working and 
trapped his head. 

He was trapped for 
around 10 minutes before 
colleagues were able to 
free him. 

He suffered horrific 
injuries, including a 
broken nose and jaw, 
Dudley magistrates court 
heard. 

The 42-year-old also suf¬ 
fered cuts to the back of his 
head and neck, muscular 
damage to his left arm and 
severe neck pain. 

He needed extensive 
reconstructive surgery, 
said HSE inspector, John 
Glynn. 

Mr Hill also needed 
counselling after suffering 
nightmares and flash¬ 
backs. 

He was off work for 
nearly five months but has 
since returned to the 
company. 

A Health and Safety 
Executive investigation 
into the accident, which 
happened at the 
company’s Talbots Lane 
site on August 18, 2011,

found the machine had a 
faulty interlocking guard. 

The court heard the 
press, which takes a sheet 
of metal and forms it into a 
wheelbarrow body, should 
not have been able to 
operate if the door was 
open but the fault meant 
the machine did not detect 
this. 

Designed 

Magistrates were also 
told the machine was 
designed and built by the 
company 25 years ago. 

Mr Glynn said the 
machine regularly broke 
down. 

The firm, which also has 
a base in Cradley Heath, 
pleaded guilty to breach¬ 
ing the Health and Safety 
at Work Act 1974 and was 
fined £18,000 with £7,220 
costs. 

Speaking after the 
hearing Mr Glynn said: 
“Mr Hill was extremely 
lucky not to have lost his 
life in this entirely pre¬ 
ventable incident.” 

The firm declined to 
comment following the 
case.

be ready early in 2013 


A LINK road between the Black Country 
Living Museum and Dudley Zoo will be com¬ 
pleted in February 2013. 

Work will then start on a 1,000 space joint car park for the 
attractions. The £10 million project to join up the two sites 
has been in the pipeline for 
years and a timescale for 
work has now been drawn 
up. A new joint entrance will 
be built for both sites with a 
link road as part of moves to 
attract one million visitors a 
year. 

Council bosses have 
revealed work on the car 
park will begin in April once 
building finishes on the link 
road, which will be accessed 
from Tipton Road. 

The car park, with 1,000 
spaces for cars and 22 for 
coaches, is set to be com¬ 
pleted in summer 2014. 

The road will run from 
near the former Trading 
Post premises in Castle Hill 
to the back of the museum in 
nearby Tipton Road. 

It will also provide access 
to Dudley Canal Trust at the 
back of the museum. 

The plans became a 
reality when a bid for £4.5m 
of European funding was 
approved last year. 

Just weeks ago £600,000 
was allocated from the Black 
Country Local Enterprise 
Partnership’s Growing 
Places fund for the car park. 
Up to 480 jobs are expected 
to be created. Meanwhile the 
£6 million archives is due to 
be finished in July next year.

A COUPLE from Dudley 
have been ordered to repay 
more than £40,000 they 
fiddled in state and council 
tax benefits.

The couple, of Winfield 
Avenue, Kingswinford, 
declared themselves inca¬ 
pable of work, with neither 
earnings nor savings - but 
Rana Amir was selling TV 
and film equipment online. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard more than 
£83,000 went through a 
Halifax bank account. 

Recorder Mark Warby 
ordered them each to repay 
£20,367, which includes 
£1,367 each compensation to 
Dudley Council. 

He warned the couple: “If 
it is not paid in six months 
there will be a prison sen¬ 
tence each of 12 months.” 

Rana Amir was jailed for 
10 months just over a year 
ago, when Mandip Amir was 
given an 18-week suspended 
prison sentence. Both 
admitted fraudulently 
claiming income support 
between 2005 and 2009 and 
council tax benefit between 
2006 and 2009.

The Hippodrome needs to 
go says living museum boss 


Campaigners, 


THE boss of the Black Country Living Museum has given his backing 
to the controversial demolition of the historic Dudley Hippodrome, 
saying it was important for a multi-million tourism masterplan. 

Andrew Lovett, the attraction’s chief executive and director, said the emotion of cam¬ 
paigners fighting to save it should not be the overriding factor in keeping the landmark. 
He has now written to Dudley Council pledging the museum’s support to the demolition 

plans. He says the demolition is “necessary” 
for the wider regeneration of Castle Hill 
linked to the £10 million scheme. His com¬ 
ments come in the same week that English 
Heritage criticised the proposal to flatten 
the landmark building and create a 120- 
space car park. 

“On balance and taking into account 
everything, we thought that demolition is 
right, as sad as that might be, and I know 
there are a lot of people with heartfelt feel¬ 
ings towards it,” he said. 

“We feel the wider redevelopment of the 
Castle Hill area must take precedence. 

Letter 

“While we do conserve the history of the 
buildings on the (Black Country Living 
Museum) site I do not consider it becoming 
a graveyard for buildings.” 

In his letter to the authority’s planning 
department, Mr Lovett said the museum 
did recognise the Hippodrome’s “social 
importance to past generations”. 

Friends of Dudley Hippodrome group 
leader Geoff Fitzpatrick said the comments 
were disappointing, adding he had hoped 
the Dudley-based museum would get on 
board with saving the historic theatre. 

“The Black Country Living Museum 
should be working with us, including 
Dudley Zoo and the council,” said Mr Fitz¬ 
patrick. 

“The Hippodrome would bring visitors to 
the area and the museum. Far from sup¬ 
porting the application I thought they 
would at least take an impartial position if 
they were commenting.” 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to save Dudley 
Hippodrome from the bulldozers spoke of 
their disappointment after the boss of the 
Black Country Living Museum backed calls 
for the building’s demolition.

Mr Fitzpatrick, a former lecturer who 
used to live by the theatre revealed the group 
is now devising a more detailed financial 
plan for council officers on how the theatre 
could be successful.

A 61-YEAR-OLD man caught 
firing a catapult at swans on the 
river at a spot popular with day- 
trippers has been given a Criminal 
Anti-Social Behaviour Order 
(Crasbo). 

Edmund Wade was arrested after firing at 
the swans from the bridge and riverside in 
Bewdley on August 26. 

Kidderminster magistrates heard he had 
also been drunk and abusive and gave him a 
two-year Crasbo. Wade, of no fixed address, 
had at an earlier hearing been fined £50 for 
each of three offences of disorderly conduct. 

He admitted making sexual gestures 
towards a police community support officer 
in Horsefair, Kidderminster, being abusive 
to Wyre Forest District Council officers 
called to Springfield Park, Kidderminster, 
after complaints about him on August 8 and 
the swan incident. 

The order bans him from causing anyone 
harassment alarm or distress by using foul, 
abusive or offensive language or gestures. 

It further bans him from being drunk or 
disorderly in any public place and being in 
possession of an open vessel containing 
alcohol in any public place other than 
licensed premises. Wade cannot remain on 
any property if asked to leave by staff and is 
banned from entering an area of Wolverley 
bordered by the B4189, Lowe Lane, Fairfield 
Lane and Franche Road. Pc Andy Wallace, 
said West Mercia Police had received at least 
30 calls about Wade’s drunken and abusive 
behaviour over the last two years and he had 
been arrested five times.

Life-saving device given 
at memorial to Luke, 15 


LIFE-SAVING equipment has been 
donated to a Midland rugby club 
after a 15-year-old boy died during 
a match - as a tournament is set 
up in his memory. 

Luke Chapman was killed 
by a heart abnormality which 
struck him as he played for 
Hagley’s Haybridge High 
School at Baxter Business 
and Enterprise College, Kid¬ 
derminster, on March 20. 
Now The Hearts of England 
Association is donating a 
defibrillator to Old Halesoni- 
ans RFC in Hagley, where 
Luke was an up-and-coming player. 

Coaches and first aiders will be trained in 
the coming weeks to use the equipment. 

It comes as his former school friends and 
team-mates prepare to stage an under 16s 
rugby tournament on September 28 at Hay- 
bridge High. It will be an annual event involv¬ 
ing seven other local schools competing for a 
memorial cup. In March 2013 there will be an 
annual under-16s event involving local clubs 
at Old Halesonians. 

Last week Luke’s other team, Old Haleso¬ 
nians RFC, staged a match against a side 
made up of pupils from Haybridge High and 
Hagley Roman Catholic School. 

Old Halesonians won 37-12 and Haybridge 
High’s director of rugby, John Wragg, said it 
was a “brilliant game”. He added: “We 
wanted to get everyone together to remem¬ 
ber Luke. At Luke’s inquest, Birmingham 
Deputy Coroner Miss Sarah Ormond- 
Walshe, recording a verdict of natural causes, 
said she would write to the Department of 
Health asking for a national heart screening.

Why does a king look 
on the congregation? 


WHERE does the name 
Wolverhampton come from 
and why could St Peter’s 
Church have become a Cis¬ 
tercian Abbey? 

Why does King Edward III look 
down on the congregation and who 
paid for the building of a grander 
church? 

If you have an interest in the 
above questions, and would like to 
make a small donation towards the 
upkeep of our city’s most important 
architectural and historical feature, 
take a look at the two recently pro¬ 
duced fundraising booklets on sale. 

Lady Wulfrun’s Hampton and 
Wool Town Church give the answers 
and the story of how the Anglo- 
Saxon settlement of Heantun 
emerged from the Dark Ages with 
its Minster Church of St Mary. 

Royalty in the form of Lady 
Wulfrun refounded the Minster 
with lands at Bilston, Willenhall, 
Wednesfield, Pelsall, Featherstone 
and other outlying small settle¬ 
ments, and several priests, known

as a “college”, to look after their 
spiritual well-being. 

The first dean in charge of this 
collegiate establishment, Sansome, 
was among those who were close to 
King William, and was responsible 
for his Domesday Survey of the 
country. He became Bishop of 
Worcester, and annexed Wulfrene- 
hamtun or Wlurenehamptona - the 
first forms of the full name of the 
town - to the Priory of Worcester. 

King John, the Pope and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury agreed to 
replace the priests with a commu¬ 
nity of Cistercian monks and to 
build a new abbey about the year 
1200, and the oldest parts of the 
existing church were the begin¬ 
nings of this new building. 

However, when the archbishop 
died the idea was abandoned and a 
new dean installed. 

During the 13th and 14th cen¬ 
turies the dean in effect ran the 
town, with charters for a market, 


fair, borough, court and wool fair. 
The town became wealthy through 
the wool and cloth trade, with sheep 
brought in to be penned in the Folds 
and sold in the sheep market, 
sorting, scouring and spinning the 
wool, making cloth, and the most 
wealthy being the merchants, who 
paid for St Peter’s to be enlarged 
and built in the grand style we see 
today. 

The church was a Royal Free 
Chapel, answerable to the Crown, 
not the Bishops, and Edward III 
was one monarch who was respon¬ 
sible for Charters to the Dean and 
indirectly for much of the rebuild¬ 
ing in the 14th century, commemo¬ 
rated by his crowned bearded head 
being carved in the stonework 
above the nave arches. 

Regular Sunday and weekday 
services are held in St Peter’s, and 
the church is open from 10am to 
4pm Monday to Friday, and 10am to 
lpm on Saturdays. 

The Visitor Centre is well worth 
seeing to understand more of the 
story of Wolverhampton and its 
parish church.

THE closure of the ticket office at 
Lye railway station has been criti¬ 
cised by councillors who say pas¬ 
sengers will suffer as a result of 
the move. 







The office is the only one in the Black 
Country to be axed under plans announced 
by the Department for Transport. Ward 
councillor Mohammed Hanif said he was 
“very concerned”. 

He said he feared it would “make life dif¬ 
ficult for residents”. Councillor Hanif 
added: “The Government is encouraging 
people to use public transport more, so I 
don’t think ticket offices like this one should 
be closed. 

“I can’t see how closing this ticket office 
will have any wider benefits, and it will have 
an impact on the people of Lye. It is a well- 
used station and I have often been amazed 
at the number of people you see coming and 
going from there.” 

Fellow ward councillor Pete Lowe said: “I 
think it’s another example of Lye being 
treated as the poor relation when it comes to 
transport services. We should be looking at 
how we can take the pressure off the Stour¬ 
bridge stations but this is a backwards 
step.” 

Other ticket offices will be closed at 
Witton, Birmingham; Wythall, Worcester¬ 
shire; and Cheddington, Buckinghamshire. 

But offices at five stations earmarked for 
closure by London Midland - including 
Bescot Stadium - have been spared, 
although they will operate at reduced hours. 

Officials said there would be an extra 29 
ticket vending machines at stations which 
do not currently have them. Extra shelters 
will be placed on platforms, and there will be 
more boarding ramps for wheelchairs.

A DUDLEY boxing coach who was part of Britain’s Olympic 
medal-winning team has set up a new academy at a local 
college to promote the sport to youngsters. 

Trainer Bob Dillon, aged 55, from the Lions Boxing Club, 
Brierley Hill has been involved with the Olympic team for 
years and played a big part in past successes including 
champion Amir Kahn. 

Mr Dillon, with the help of local coaches, has set up a new 
academy at Stourbridge College to promote the sport. He 
said: “We are a great country but we need to be pushing the 
official side of boxing as well, British amateur boxing is only 
going to get better and better.” 

He said: “I was so proud to be British at this year’s 
Olympics, I felt ten feet tall and the support of the normal 
man in the street was astonishing.”

An intelligent new entry 
in the espionage genre 


M elissa George has certainly 
come a long way from the 
picturesque sand dunes of 
Summer Bay and Alf Stewart’s 
kindly lectures. 

The Amityville Horror, Derailed 
and a decent stint in the always- 
loved Friends provided starring 
roles for her; but when can the 
actress finally breathe a sigh of 
relief and be in no doubt that she’s 
really hit the big time? When her 
talents secure her the lead role in a 
gritty BBC espionage drama like 
Hunted (Thursday, BBC1,9pm), 
that’s when - and so we’re about to 
see a whole lot more of this 
brilliantly talented actress. 

Here, she crops up as Sam 
Hunter, an operative for the elite 
private intelligence and security firm 
Byzantium. She’s had something of 
a hard life; while assigned to a 
mission in Tangier, someone tried to 
kill her, and not knowing where to 
turn, she retreated to a remote 
location to retrain. 

A year down the line, and she’s

Her bosses are equally as wary 
of her, but they have more 
important matters to attend to; they 
need Sam to infiltrate a family 
headed by millionaire Jack Turner, 
a man with a criminal past and 
who has a vested interest in 
Byzantium’s secret client. 

The premise alone gives a firm 
nod in the direction of fellow BBC 
spy drama, Spooks, so for those of 
you who have been needing a fix 
since that came off air some time 
ago, fill your boots. 

George recently spoke to 
Cinemax about her latest portrayal, 
admitting: “You don’t want to cross 
Sam. She is still the firm’s best 
operative, but since the attempt on 
her life, any trust she had for the 
firm and her co-workers is gone. 
That is why she is so determined 
to go back to work and face her 


team - she really believes that one 
of them is behind it. She is a very 
complicated person and not easy 
to get to know.” 

But it would seem that in her new 
mission, as she integrates with the 
family she’s been assigned to, it will 
be hard not to become emotionally 
embroiled in their story. 

“When the trauma of her past 
resurfaces, it sends her down a 
certain path. In many ways, she 
identifies with Eddie, the child 
she is tutoring in her mission. 
Because of their similar 
experiences, he has a huge effect 
on her that she wasn’t anticipating. 
She struggles with caring too 
much, which can be a liability in 
her business.” 

George is in great company in 
this, another of the Beeb’s surge of 
fantastic dramas to take us through 
dark and dreary nights of the 
looming winter.

GL-Class has to be on your short¬ 
list. 

First introduced to the UK back 
in 2008, a heavily revised version 
has been announced with sales in 
this country planned for early 
next year. 

If you were familiar with the old 
car then you should spot the new 
GL across a crowded car park, but 
the changes are significant, and 
for the better. 

It has a much cleaner look all 
round, with smoothed-out 
bumpers, the family face and 
sharper creases down the sides. 
There’s no hiding the fact this is a 


DON’T be so hard on the big SUV. 
There may be a few individuals 
who buy one because they think 
it makes them look important, or 
because it is the favoured trans¬ 
port of some Premiership foot¬ 
ballers, but ignore them. 

The reality is that a full-size SUV is pos¬ 



big car but you don’t wander up to it with 
a sense of fear: smart design means the 
new GL has presence but won’t intimidate. 

Choose the right model and you can have 
a contrasting colour for the front spoiler 
and sill trims; it’s a subtle addition but a 
remarkably effective one. 

Comprehensive 

You take a half-step up into the driver’s 
seat to be greeted by a cabin that is clear, 
comprehensive in its offerings and gener¬ 
ous with its luxury. 

You sit high of course, not precariously 
so but with a fantastic view of what’s 
ahead. 

The layout of the dashboard is familiar 
Mercedes, as is the quality, so it’s pretty 
straightforward to control all the systems 
and the feeling of luxury is unquestionable. 

Features like the part-wood steering 
wheel might sound excessive but it is these 
small touches that give an S-class experi¬ 
ence. More than anything, however, it is 


the driving that could lead you to believe 
you are ensconced in a luxury saloon. 

For starters, the level of refinement is 
first rate. 

Whether you go for petrol or diesel 
power at low to middling cruising speeds, 
the engine is virtually silent, wind noise is 
well suppressed and despite their size, the 
wheels only transmit a faint rumble. 

Add into that the superb ride quality 
delivered by the revised air suspension 
system and you have a seriously comfort¬ 
able car for you and your passengers - it 
could easily perform limousine duties for 
those needing something a little tougher. 

The GL’s seven seats don’t present the 
usual problems: an electric folding system 
means you can raise or lower the second 
and third rows with the briefest push of a 
button. 

It may be comfort-biased, but the GL is 
far from being an automotive pudding. 

For starters, the steering is light and 
accurate, offering more than sufficient feel 
to deliver comfortable cruising and confi¬ 
dent cornering. 

The air suspension in standard form is 
well judged, but the optional set-up adds 


active anti-roll bars which are genuinely 
effective and create a scarcely-believable 
cornering experience almost completely 
without body roll. 

In the UK, the most popular version will 
inevitably be the GL350 CDi, which offers 
up 190hp and 620Nm of torque, all deliv¬ 
ered through the smooth seven-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission. 

There is ample torque available from low 
revs and the GL350 CDi simply gets on 
with the job. 

Under full acceleration such is the lin¬ 
earity of the delivery that it almost feels 
languid, but the 0-62mph time of 7.9 
seconds tells no lies - particularly remark¬ 
able when you consider the GL350 can 
manage 192g/km and beat forthcoming 
EU6 emission regulations.

PAUL LAMBERT beware. Villa 
may have beaten Manchester 
City in the Capital One Cup. But 
this Sunday’s Villa Park derby 
with Albion is looming. 

And the Baggies are never more danger¬ 
ous than when Steve Clarke starts making 
changes, writes Martin Swain. 

In the previous home game, Albion’s head 
coach tipped a tight, tight contest with 
Everton his way by introducing Peter 
Odemwingie and Chris Brunt at just the 
right time. Odemwingie broke away to set 
up Shane Long’s first and Brunt supplied a 
sublime service for Gareth McAuley to 
clinch the victory. 

On Saturday, another finely-balanced 
clash was decided in the Baggies’ favour 
when substitutes Graham Dorrans and 
Long chiselled Romelu Lukaku’s second- 
half match-winner out of the deadlock. 

Recovery 

Too much can be made about substitu¬ 
tions, but these decisive impacts off the 
bench are not without significance in the 
continuing story of West Bromwich Albion, 
a growing Premier League club. 

Clarke now has a depth of talent at The 
Hawthorns which his opposite number in 
the battle of the West Midlands next week 
would envy - and it is paying dividends. 

Let us not forget that Saturday’s impor¬ 
tant recovery result after the downturn at 
Fulham was achieved while the team’s most 
potent game-changer of the last two years, 
Odemwingie, was a spectator in the media 
seats because of suspension. 

This thickening seam of resource means 
Albion don’t drop players any more. They 
rest them. Clarke was able to take on this 
challenge with Long, who has now emerged 
as the team’s most effective ‘leader of the 
line’, making way for the emerging Lukaku. 

His delight on scoring the game’s only 


goal after 71 minutes said everything about 
how much it meant to him; the potential of 
his game, raw but undoubtedly monstrous, 
raises questions about how on earth Chelsea 
concluded they could do without him. 

Lukaku looks five years short of being 
another Didier Drogba, which means that 
even now, at 19, he is a scary enough 
prospect for defenders. He has pace, 
strength, power and no mean technical 
ability and the Baggies fans are taking to 
him big-time. 

It is just a little surprising that fewer than 
24,000 turned up to see the team climb to 
such lofty heights in the world’s most cele¬ 
brated domestic league. 

Of course, these are demanding economic 
times for everyone but that is an attendance 
which explains why expanding The 
Hawthorns has not been a straightforward 
decision, especially at a club which tries to 


factor into its pricing strategy the commu¬ 
nity’s financial hardship. 

The Baggies fans who were there did not 
witness a vintage performance, but this only 
adds another important entry into the 
team’s Premier League ledger - winning 
without playing anything like your best is a 
key ingredient for any successful team. 

Albion were guilty of playing without due 
care and attention for long periods and 
almost paid the penalty in lost points. 

From the outset, they bore the look of a 
side which knew it had the measure of 
newly-promoted Reading and, at times, 
rather indulged themselves. 

But make no mistake - this was a game 
Albion always had under their command 
even if they were never out of third gear. 

They had it within them to construct 
more threatening forays towards the 
Reading keeper who became the latest

His best efforts both denied James Morri¬ 
son.

HALESOWEN rider Bradley Hughes 
brought a handful of championship 
points home to his new team with an 
eighth place finish in the Monster 
Energy British Motostar championship 
Cup. 

He also claimed 10th place in the 
overall British Championship on his 
first outing for Team Repli-Cast UK 
Racing at Assen in Holland on Sunday. 

Having lost a major sponsor and 
forced to withdraw from the Donington 
Park round of the series, it looked as if 
the 15-year-old’s season was over. 

But with new backing from Gary 


Dawson, team manager of parts and 
bodywork firm Repli-cast Racing, he 
was offered a seat on the team’s 125cc 
Hondaforthe remainder of the season. 

It was always going to be a difficult 
weekend as the youngster was to 
travel to Assen in Holland with a new 
team and race a new bike on an unfa¬ 
miliar circuit mixed in with a field of 
Dutch championship riders. 

With the British and the Dutch cham¬ 
pionship riders all together on one grid, 
Hughes began his campaign from a 
seventh row grid position in 25th place. 

Hughes was the lOth-placed British 


rider. As the race began, he completed 
the first lap in 23rd place overall (13th 
Briton) and continued to make good 
progress throughout the 12-lap affair. 

He crossed the line in 20th place 
which scored him six championship 
points for 10th place in the British 
Championship. 

Hughes was the eighth Motostar 
Cup competitor over the finish line and 
scored eight championship points in 
that class. 

Two championship rounds remain, 
the next being this weekend at Silver- 
stone.

team-mate Jamie Orton and 
championship leader Tom 
Sharp got caught up and had 
to retire. 

Breeze led away when the 
race resumed but Tom 
Ingram caught him and stole 
first spot in the final lap. 

In Sunday’s round 22, 
Breeze finished third. Orton 
bounced back from his race 
one disappointment to be 
seventh.
